And What Have You

The day of decision is rapidly ap­ 
proaching for the people of Hamlin 
and this area. That day of course is 
Tuesday and the decision is do we 
want to keep our hospital and our 
doctors. 
We firmly believe that for the vast 
majority of people this decision is an 
easy one but the big problem will be 
voter apathy. Will the people who 
support the hospital take the time to 
vote? You can rest assured that those 
who oppose it will vote. 
While we can understand people in 
the southern part of the county op­ 
posing this district from the stand­ 
point of paying taxes for a hospital out 
of their immediate area, we cannot 
understand anyone in this immediate 
area opposing it. 
Sure, it will cost you a little money, 
very little in fact, but to vote it down 
could cost you even more. A hospital 
and two or three doctors constitutes a 
major industry for Hamlin. Without 
this industry the whole town would 
suffer. 
The loss of the hospital could be the 
forerunner 
of 
the 
loss 
of 
other 
businesses because of the payroll and 
other monies spent here by this in­ 
dustry and by the loss of customers 
brought to town from over a large 
trade territory. Any loss of businesses 
here in Hamlin and the resulting loss 
of employment could and would mean 
a loss in taxable valuations for the 
city, school and county. 
Any loss in valuations on these tax 
rolls could mean an increase in taxes 
for those of us who are left and this 
could cost more than 
the 
small 
hospital tax that the district will be 
needing. 
Also there is always the possibility 
that if this district is not approved 
then some other district would move 
in on us and we would still be faced 
with a hospital district tax but without 
the benefit of a hospital. 
We are also aware that a number of 
people here go out of town to see their 
doctor and use other hospitals, just as 
many people come here from a large 
area. If you are one of those who use a 
doctor in Stamford, Abilene or any of 
the other doctors in the area then you 
may feel that it is of no concern of 
yours whether or not Hamlin has a 
hospital. 
But try to remember that in a case 
of an emergency that extra 20 to 48 
miles could mean 
the difference 
between life and death 
Since the 
average taxpayer in the district will 
probably be paying only from $10 to 
$15 a year in taxes this could be cheap 
insurance 
But the most important thing is for 
you to make up your own mind as to 
how' you feel about the district and 
then vote. Unless you vote it doesn’t 
really matter how you feel about the 
district Don’t let someone else make 
this decision for you—your vote could 
be the one that decides the issue one 
way or another. Your failure to vote 
could also be the one that could have 
made the difference too.

Dec. 18, to 
vote on the creation of the 
district and the authorization of 
the issuance of up to $500,000 in 
bonds for the improvement of 
the Hamlin Memorial Hospital 
The election will be held in the 
Hamlin City Hall from 8 a rn 
until 7 p.m. 


Deadline for bot mg absentee 
is Friday, Dec 14, at 5 p m 
All registered voters living 
within the boundaries of the 
district which include roughly 
all of the western third of Jones 
County are eligible to vote in the 
election. 
This 
includes 
both 
property ow ners and non­ 
property owners (A map of the 
proposed district is shown at the 
left > 
The proposed district does not 
include any land located outside 
of 
Jones 
County 
as 
both 
Stonewall and Fisher Counties 
have existing hospital districts 
and under state law no land 
may be taxed by two or more 
districts 
Voters who are in need of 
transportation to the polls are 
urged to call either 576-3688 or 
576-3471. 
If approved by the voters, the 
newly formed district would 
assume control and ownership 
of the present Hamlin Memorial 
H ospital. 
The 
hospital 
is 
currently owned by a non-profit 
p rivate corporation, Hamlin 
Memorial Hospital Association, 
and would become a tax sup­ 
ported institution if the district 
is approved by the voters 
Voters are also being asked to 
grant approval for the issuance 
of up to $500.(MW in bonds for the 
district. These bonds would be 
sold as needed to pay off current 
obligations, and remodel the 
present hospital 
facilities to 
meet requirem ents imposed by 
the 
Texas 
D epartm ent 
of 
Health. HEW, and Medicare 
A spokesman for the board 
said earlier that only as many 
bonds will be issued as needed 
to bring the hospital up to the 
standards required by these 
government agencies 
Among the imm ediate needs 
to keep the doors open are a new 
heating and cooling system, a 
sprinkler system, and interior 
remodeling to meet the fire 
protection requirem ents of the 
National Life and Safety Code 
George B 
Buescher, bond 
consultant for the district, has 


projected 
a 
valuation 
of 
$22,446,652 for the district 
Based on those valuations, he 
said that the $500,000 bond issue 
can be retired with a 20 cent tax

FIFTY YEARS AGO 
(December 21, 1923)

This worked nicely, but 
this year a different plan has spon- 
tanceously developed and already 
about $200 is in the hands of a suitable 
committee It is needless to say who 
the big hearted gentlemen are that 
started this, but they have succeeded 
well and Mrs. E, M. Wilson has been 
appointed as the custodian of the

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IN SHERIFF’S O FFICE- 
County Enters Into Agreement With 


Cities for Night Dispatch Service 


The Jones County Com­ 
m issioner’s 
Court 
voted 
Monday 
to 
enter 
into 
a 
cooperative agreement with the 
cities of Hamlin, Anson and 
Stamford to furnish a night 
dispatcher for the law 
en­ 
forcement departments within 
the county 
The dispatcher 
will 
work 
under Jones County Sheriff 
Woodrow Simmons with the 
county furnishing the facilities 
and paying one-fourth of the 
labor costs Each of the three 
cities will pay one-fourth of the 
labor costs. 
This agreement was the out­ 
growth of a meeting of the city 
officials with the court Monday 
morning in Anson City officials 
meet with the Commissioner’s 
Court on this and other matters 
of cooperation between the 
cities and the county govern­ 
ment. 
Joe Ford, Hamlin mayor, 
presented a list of items on 
which the cities felt a need for 
help from the county 
Along 
with the night dispatcher, the 
cities sought some help from the 
county on garbage disposal, 
ambulance service, an addit­ 
ional deputy and rural fire 
fighting 
Acting as spokesman for the 
commissioners. County Judge 
Leon Thurman told the group 
that the county would look into 
the matter of help for the cities 
on fighting rural fires and with 
garbage disposal. But Judge 
Thurman said that he felt that 
the hospital districts being 
voted on next week would be a 
better source for help on the 
ambulance problem 
A spokesman for Stamford 
told the commissioners that 63 
percent of their city owned 
ambulance calls were outside 
their city limits and that 62 
percent of their fire calls were 
also outside their citv limits 


It was pointed out at the 
meeting that while Stamford 
operates its own ambulance 
service and Hamlin subsidizes 
the local funeral home by $500 a 
month, Anson's hospital sub 
sidizes the service in Anson. 
The Anson hospital district 
furnishes an ambulance and 
$150 a month to three men who 
operate the service 
When the problem of garbage 
was discussed at the meeting, it 
was pointed out that the people 
in the rural areas either dump 
in the city landfill pits or else 
dump their garbage on the 
county roads. The spokemen for 
the cities felt that the best 
solution would be for the county 
to work out some method of 
sharing in the cost of the city 
landfill operations and keep the
